So much has been wrote already. concerning the State 
af our City, from the Departure of the Romans. to the 
Conqueſt of the Iſland by the Saxons, that a Recapitu- 
lation here is needleſs. , Such an Effuſion of Blood, ſo 
ny.Murders, and ſach a general Devaſtation enſued, 
at no Account can be given of a Government ſo dif” 
tracted and torn by Civil Diſſenſions, as well as Foreign 
| Invaſions : Nor, indeed, can any Thing be gathered 
from Hiſtorians; about the Civil Government of the 
City, during the Time of the Saxons, when all Contro- 
verſies, both public and private, ſeem to have been de- 
cided by. the Sword. It is true when Edwin the Great 
had ſubdued his neighbour Kings, and was recognized 
firſt ſole Monarch of Engliſhmen, we are told by Bede 
that he enacted ſuch 491 4 SE Laws, and cauſed them 
to; be ſo ſtrictly obſerved, that a weak Woman might. 
have walked over all the Iſland, with her new- born 
Babe, without Let or Impediment. York, the capital 
City of the Northumbrian Kingdom, was Edwin's chief

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| however, is not altogether ſilent in our Caſe, * 
us the Name of a Mayor of Vort, higher than the Diltes 
of either the Mayors, or even Bailiffs, of the City of 
London. King Steben, at his rebuilding of St. Peter's 
Hoſpital; and endowing it with his Threaves of Corn, 
commanded Mel, then Mayor of York," to deliver up a a 
Place in the Cty, near the Weſt Wall,” to receive the 
Poor and Lame in. This is mentioned by Steve in his 
Chronicle, as well as others; and though the Year is 
not taken Notjce of, yet Stephen dying in 1153, muſt 
make it, at leaſt, forty Years. before Richard I. gave 
Bailiffs to the City of London; or ſixty Years before their 
firſt Mayor, which was the roth of King Jobn. 
From this Nigel to the firſt of EA I. in 1273, 
neither the Regiſter-Books, por Hiſtories, mention the 
Names of Mayors and Bailiffs of this City; we mean 
thoſe Regiſters belonging to the City; but in an old 
Leger-Book of the famous Abby of Fauntairs, we have 
recovered the Names of ſome Mayors and Teveral Bailiffs 
before the above Date, who have been Witneſſes to 
Grants of Houſes, c. antiently beſtowed on that Mo- 
naſtery within the City of Teri. For though we are aſ- 
| fured by ſome Grants of King John and Henry III. in- 
feribed Major? et Civibus Ebor. that there were Mayors 
and Bailiffs in the City in thoſe Kings Reigns, yet 
none of their Names occurred, till this venerable Re- 
lict of Antiquity not only diſcovered fome of our antient 
Senators to us, before unknown, but alfo ſeveral Dig- 
nitaries of the Cathedral. There are alſo other antient 
Teſtimonies of Mayors and Bailiffs belonging to this 
City, before the Date above-mentioned ; all which are 


entered in the Catalogue of Mayors. 
" Having proved that the City of Tort was very an- 
tiently governed by a Mayor and Bailiffs, we ſhall next 
ſhew the Change to a Lord Mayor and two Sheriffs; 
which, with a Recorder, twelve Aldermen, Twenty-

Monarch, after granting the-Citizens-a new and moſt 
extenſive Charter of Privileges, in 1389, 12-Reg. at his 
coming to the City that Year,” took bis Sword bis 
Side and gave it to Wilkam de Selby, then Mayor, to be 
borne before him and his Succeſſors; which Sword, by 
the expreſs Words of the Charter, or- any other Sword 
they pleaſed, was to be borne before them with the 


precincts of their Liberties, in perpetuum. From this 
Emblem of Juſtice we deduce our Title of Lord Mayor, 
he being by it conſtituted the King's more immediate 
Vicegerent than before. In 1393, the ſame King pre- 
ſented Robert Savage, then Lord Mayor, with a large 
gilt Mace, to be borne likewiſe before him and his Suc- 
ceſſors; as alſo a Cap of Maintenance to the Sword- 
Bearer Theſe truly Royal Gifts to the Chief Magiſtrate 
of York, made him equal it not exceed the Mayor of

nexed Plan, muſt allow that Nature gives great Strevgd 
to it; but when aſſiſted by Roman Arts and Indulty, 
muſt have rendered the City impregnable in thoſe Days 
The Eaft Part of the City, which in their Time ſeen 
to have been their ſtrongeſt and greateſt Security, 
flanked on the Weſt and Eaft by two Rivers meeting! 
a Point South. On the North was an impenetra 
Foreſt ; to theſe were added ſtrong high Walls and 3 
Warks, muris et turribus altam, fave Alcuin, eſpecil

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vat Wall which antiently ran from the Roman multan- 
alar Tower to the Fg, and is deſcribed by a Line in the 
Jan to ſhew the Courſe of it. By Means of the Rivers 
ad this Wall, which the preſent Remains of it demon- 
rate to have been built up to a prodigious Height,” this 
art of the Town muſt be rendered impregnable, and was 
ficient to baffle any Attack that could then be made 
inſt it. The Weft-Side of the City, which reſembles 
ie Tranſlyberim of Rome, was alſo as ſtrongly fortified 
py them as the Site of it would allow. For from almoſt 
flat Superficies ſuch large and noble old Rampaits are 
own up, and Ditches made, as few Cities in Europe 
2n boaſt of. In all Probability this alſo was a Reman 
ork; the Roman Arch yet ſtanding in Micllegale-Bar 
ficiently proves that the Gate ſtood where it now does 
n their Days: And there is a Work without it, called 
ww the Mount, whoſe Traces evidently ſhew it to have 
een a ſtrong Outwork or Caſtle, raiſed on both Sides 
he erand Road, the better to defend this Entrance to 
e City.

Mr. Camden's Deſcription of our City, in his Days, 
ls next in our Way.

Laſtly, as to the Salubrity of its Air and Whole 
neſs of the Place, we have no lefs to boaſt of than t 
former. Our Geographers, have placed this City ini Ir 
Latitude of fifty-four Degrees ſome odd Minutes; 
bad Situation as to that Point, the Winters at Par 
and ſeveral other Parts of France, being more ler 
than with us. But our great Advantage is, that, beg 1 
placed at ſuch a Diſtance from the Sea, on every Small 
we are not annoyed with the unwholeſome Vapours oft 
And yet ſo near, that the more mild, ſalubrious Brem 
of both the Eaſtern, Southern, and even Weſten & 
are wafted over us; which with the natural Air oft 
Country round about us, and the Advantage of ! 
conſiderable Rivers, which, as Drains,. carry off all 
periuous Moiſture from us, render the Situation of 7 
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healthful as Art and Nature can contrive it. Expe. 
ence, againſt which lies no Appeal, makes good our 
T-rtion ; for tho? the Flatneſs of the City and Country 
About it, may make the Air to be ſuſpected for Un- 
wholeſome; yet it is well known we have no Diſtempers, 

which the Phyſicians call Exdemick, attend our Climate; 

but, on the contrary, even diſeaſed People, eſpecially 

Conſumptive, are known to be much ſupported by the 
Mildneſs of it. The natural Soil of this City is found 
to be moſtly a Moraſs, except the Weſt Part, and that 
ine ſandy Bank which runs along the Eait Side of the 
River. But it has been ſufficiently raiſed abcve the 
Moſſes, by its ſeveral Rains and Devaſtations; and you 
connot dig any where, almoſt, bat you meet with burnt 
Earth, Cinders, and Stonc-Pavements buried very deep 
in the Ground. Along Petergate, and near the Cathedral, 
you dig a Yard or two deep in Chippings of Stone before 
you come at any Soil; which muſt have been laid there 
ſrom the vaſt Quantities of that Stuff left by the Work- 
men, at the ſeveral Buildings and Reparations of the 
Miner. But what is Matter of great Surpize, is, that 
the Labourers in digging deep for Ceilars, about the 
Heart of the City, have met frequently with a large 
Quantity of pure Quickfilver ; which yet generally 
glided from them fo faſt that very little could be ſaved. 
How this Mineral, or what you call it, comes to be 
found in this Soil, we ſhall leave to the Naturaliſt to 
determine. | | :

About the Year 1186 f, and fifty Years after the 
-rrible Fire in King Stephen's Time, this City fo raiſed 
its Head as to bear half Proportion to London. For we 
are told that — — II. having impoſed a Tax on his 

abjects, under Pretence to raiſe Money for the Hol 
War, he took this Method to levy it: He cauſed a 
'hoice to be made of the richeſt Men in all the Cities 
in England; for Inſtance, in London two hundred, in 
Terk one hundred, and according to this Proportion in 
all the reſt. All theſe, at a certain Time and Place, 
were to appear before him, from whom he exacted the 
tenth Part of all their Moveables, by the Eſtimation of 
credible Men who knew. their Worth; and ſuch as re- 
fuſed he impriſoned till they paid the Sum required. 

That the City of 7ork was very remarkable for Trade: 
ſome Ages ago, is evident from the Charter of King 
Jobn, who only confirms to the Gild of Merchants“ all 
thoſe Privileges themſelves, or their Hax/es, or Colonies, 
tled in other Parts of Exgland and Nermanay, had be- 
fore his Time enjoyed. And, indeed, we find that, as 
high as King Stephen, theſe Merchants” were of great 
Account; for one Thomas de Ene<vit paid, a Fine to the 
King for being made, as is expreſſed by the Record, 
Alderman of the Gila of Merchants in Earwic\. Hanſa, 
Jatinized, is derived from the German Haxsz, or the 
Begick Hans, which is, ſays Skinzer, Cities or Com- 
panies aſſociated or eonfederated ; ſo the Hars Toxwns in 
Germany ſtill fetain the old Name. Nor is it yet quite 
ft in York ;\ for in this very Company of Merchants ſtill 
kept up in the City, thoſe of theſe O/d Hans ate eſteemed 
a Degree before any of the reſt. _

ard I. King Jeb, and Henry HI. the Tallage for the 
whole City ſometimes amounted to four hundred Mark, 
The fifth of Steples an Aid of 607. was paid to tit 
King by Turgis et Quietus oft, for the City. The cigh 
teenth of Edward I. an Aid of three hundred and fin

It cannct 
be denied (that after the Diſſolution of the Religious 
Houſes here, as well as in other Places, by King Hu- 
ry VIH. with the Chantries, Chapels, Hoſpitals, aud 
other Houſes for the Suſtenance of the Poor) that this 
famous and then flouriſhing City did receive a terrible 
Shock by the tearing up thofe Foundations; notwith- 
ſtanding the politic Inſtitution of the new Council erected 
for the Northern Parts, which was in ſome Mezſure de- 
ſigned to put a Stop to à Depopulation then really ex- 
pected to be the Conſequence. Of forty-two Parih 
Churches, three or four famous Abbeys, two Priorits, 
a Nunnery, and a Religious College, wich ſeventeen pri- 


vate Chapels, and eighicen Hoſpitals, which bad reiga- 


ed here in great Plenty and Abundance for ſome Ages, 
there was 'nct ſo much left as to ſuſtain and keep up 
little more than half the Number of, Pariſh Churches, 
two or three of the Hoſpitals, and a Chapel or two at 
moſt.

Alain Earl of Britain, afterwards of Richmond. By this 
it appears to be the Mother of St. Mary's Monaltery; 
and Stephen, the firſt Abbot, tells ns, that-Earl Alain, 
their Founder, gave the Church of St. Olawe and four 
Acres of Land to build Offices on for the Monks to dwell 
in, where they were kindly invited by the ſaid Earl to 
make that Church and Place their Refidence. , By ay 
Inquiſition taken in the Time of Henry V. for a Subſidy 
granted by Parliament on all Spirituals and Temporalz, 
this Church is aboye double the Value of yearly Re. 
venue to any within or without the City. We ca af- 
ſign no Reaſon for it, but that the Neighbourhood of 
this famous and once opulent Monaſtery might be an 
Occaſion of its former Richneſs, as well as the Fall of 
that remarkable Place the Reaſon of its preſent Poverty, 
It was accounted as a Chapel dependent on the Abbey, 
and its being. parochial could- not ſave it from being 
miſerably plundered at the Piſſolution.

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The Abbot. of this moſt magnificent Abbey had the 
Honour to be mitred;. and had a-Seat in Parliament, 
whence he was always ſtiled Lord Abbot. This and the 
Abbot of Se/by were the only two in the North of Bay. 
Iand who had- that Privilege: Whenever he wen 
abroad, either by Water or Land, his Retinue was grand 
and numerous, and little inferior to that of the Arch.

In the Year 1315, on Martinmas Day, ſay the Annals,

Tbis Church is now of ſmall Compaſs, but has been 
abundantly larger, as appears by the Building. The 
Steeple of it, being exceeding ruinous, was blown down 
In 165 ü, and rebuilt again at the Charge of the Pariſh, 
but not in the ſame Place the former ſtood. The 
Living is of ſmall Value now, and is in the King's 
Gift, Five Pounds per Annum, beſides the, Parſonage- 
Houſe ſtanding in the Eaſt Corner of the Chprch- Yard, 
built ia 1639, by Mr. H. Rogers, Miniſter thereof.

We now come to Ouſ- Bridge, which, as Mr. Camden 
remarks, is a noble one indeed, conſiſting of five Arches ; 
the middlemoſt of which 1s eighty-one Feet, or twenty- 
ſeren Yards widg from the firſt Spring of the Arch, 
and ſeventeen high, and was eſteemed, formerly, one 
of the largeſt in Europe ®. The Reaſon this Arch was 
carried on to this extraordinary Dimenſion, was to 
prevent the like Accident from happening which chanced 
to overturn the old Bridge in 1564; when, by a ſharp 
Froſt, great Snow, and a ſudden Thaw f, the Water 
roſe to a vaſt Height, and the prodigious Weight of the 
Ice and Flood drove down two Arches of the Bridge, 
by which twelve Houfes were overthrown, and twelve 
Perſons drowned.

Ia this Monaſtery was a conventual Church deditated 
to St. Mary; Mr. Torre has given us, in his Manuſcript, 
7 875, ſeveral teſtamentary Burials in it. In the ad- 
itional Volumes to the Monafficon, the Order of Friar: 
Minors, in England, is ſaid to have been divided into 
ſeven Cuſtodies or Wardenſhips, of which the Monaftery 
belonging to them at Tor was one of the Chief. This

In the ſame additional Volumes it is hinted that the 
Friars of this Order, called alſo Grey Friars, or Predi- 
cants, were the firſt that ſuffered Perſecation for openly 
2 ſing King Henry's ſecond Marriage with Aan Bollgn. 
Their Monaſteries were immediately 1 their 
Perſons impriſoned, or barbarouſly uſed: But by the 
Inrollment of the Surrender of their Monaſtery to the 
King,” it appears that it was taken at Tori only in the 
zoth Year, when many others fell with them. Biſhop 
Burnet writes, that No. 27, 30 Henry VIII. this Houle 
of the Franci/can Friars in York was ſurrendered inio 
the King's Hands by the Guardian, fifteen Friars and 
five Novices. By the Inrollment in the Chapel of tit 
Rolls, William Vavaſour, D. D. Prior, or Guardian df 
the Friars Minors within the Walls of the City of York, 
with the unanimous Conſent, Ac. of the whole Convent, 
did give, grant, reſtore; &c. to which Deed the Com- 
mon Seal of the Monaſtery was put; and it was dates 
in the Chapter-Houſe belonging to the ſaid Mona 
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zbove. This Inſtrument, though varying little from 
I Surrender of like Nature, $4 have goa already 
jo ſhew the Form. The Order itfelf was one of the 
four Mendicants, and had no Poſſeſſions in Zngland be- 
fdes the Site of their Houſes ; though abroad they are 
io great Affluence of Riches, and bear a Part in their 
Monaſteries, Churches, c. equal to any of the reſt. 

Below- the King's Staith is a Place of that Kind of 
gtone- Work called Fraars Walls; which is a long raiſed 
Walk, built, or rebuilt, in 1659, with a Brick-Wall to- 
yards the Water. At the End of this Walk is a hand- 
ſome Iron Paliſade Gate erected, as an Inſcription ſhews, 
in 1732, Jonas Thompſon, Lord Mayor.

This Religious Houſe, New. 28, 30 Henry VIII. was 
furrendered into the King's Hands by the Prior and fix 
Friars. John Alte was then Prior “, or Guardian of it, 
and the Surrender is dated in their Chapter-Houſe as 
above ; and it was afterwards granted to Thomas Lawſon 
and Chri/fian bis Wife, 5 and 6 Philips and Mary. 

There are three Lanes leading from Ca/tlrgate to the 
Faith, called now F 2 Second, and Far Water-Lanes ; 
though antiently the firſt was called Carrgate, and the 
next Thrujb-Lane. In the third, or Far Water-Lane, 
lands the Quakers Meetiog-Place, firſt built here in 
1673, when this Set of People increaſed in this City.

Caſtlegate, or the Street leading to the Caſtle of York, 
has a Church in it with a beautiful and lofty Spire, and 
is called, in antient Writings, Ecc/e/ia Sancte Marie ad 
Portam Caſtri. This was an antient Rectory of Medie- 
ties, the one belonging to the Patronage of the Lords 
Percy, Earls of Nortburberland, and the other to the 
Prior and Convent of Kirkham. .

In the Left Wing is a handſome Chapel, 
neatly and beautifully adorned with ſuitable Furniture, 
The whole Pile was carried on by a Tax of 3 d. ger 
Pound on all Lands, &c. within the County, purſuant 
to an AR of Parliament obtained for that Purpole. 

In the ſpacious Arca is a noble Priſon for Debtors, 
which does Honour-to the County. You aſcend by a 
fne Flight of Stone Steps to a Floor on which are 
eleven Kooms, full fixteen Feet ſquare, and near twelve 
Feet high.

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The old Courts of | Juſtice, where the Aſſizes were 
formerly kept, were erected in 1673, at the C 
of the County, and ate yet ſtanding on the Eaſt Side 
of the Area. The Bofilica, or new County Hall, built 
likewiſe at the Expence of the County, was opened at 
the Summer Aſſizes in 1777. It is a ſuperb Building of 
the Tonic Order, 150 Feet in Length, and 45 Feet in 
Breadth, fituate on the Weſt Side of the Area. In the 
South End thereof is the Court for Trial of Prifoners, 
and in the North End is the Court of N Prius. Each 
of theſe is 30 Feet. Diameter, crowned with a Dome 40 
Feet in Height, which is ſupported by 12 Corinthian 
Columns ; ois to which: are proper Rooms for the 
Grand and Petit Junies, and other neceffary Apartment;, 
The Entrance into this Building is by a Loggio of fir 
Columns, 30 Feet in Height, over which are placed the 
Kiog's Arms, an elegant Statue of Juſtice, and other 
emblematical Figures. e 

At a Meeting of the Juſfices for the three Riding, 
holden on the 4th of May, 1779, Plans and Elevations 
of a Building to contain many Conveniences, much 
wanted at the Caſtle, were approved of. The Front of 
the Building to be oppoſite. and fimilar to the middle 
Part of the new Courts of Juſtice, and the Infide to 
contain Rooms for. the Records and Clerk. of the In- 
dictments, Rooms for petty Offenders, Debtors, Ze.

The Mayor, much prieved at this Preſumption 
ſent Meſſengers to the High Sheriff, to acquaint him ti 
he had done contrary to the Liberties and Privileges c 
the City, in arreſting Agnes in the ſaid Place, and 

uired him to deliver her up. The High Sheriff an 
ſwered peremptorily that he would not, but would 
detain her Priſoner till he had certified the King and 
Council of the Fact. However, as the Record adde! 
Sir William Harrington, lately High Sheriff, an honour 
able Perſon, and a Friend to both Parties, hearing of 
it, being then in the Caſtle, ſent the Mayor Word that 
if he would come down on the Morrow to the Mon 
ſtery of the Auguſtine Friars, he would bring them tc 
gether, and try to make a good End of this Matter, 
At this Meeting the whole Affair was talked over be 
twixt them, the Reſult of which was, the High Sheril 
gave up the Lady, and commanded her to be conveyet 
zo the Place from whence ſhe was taken. 


 CLIFFORDs TOWER. 

_ . Adjoining to the Caſtle is a high Mount, thrown up 
by prodigious Labour, on which ſtands a Tower o 
ſomewhat a round Form, called Chford's/Tower. This 
Place, if we may believe Tradition, has borne that 
Name ever fince 1t was built by the Conqueror, one 0 
the Cliſſord Family being made the firſt Governor of it. 
Sir Thomas Miadrington ſays, from the Authority 
Walter Strickland, of Boynton, Eſq; whom he calls an 
excellent Antiquary, that the Lords Cl;fords have ven 
antiently been called Cafteleyns, Wardens, or Keepers of 
this Tower: But whether it be from hence that the 
Family claim a Right of carrying the City's Sword 
before the King in York, we know not. Somewhat 
has been noted relating to that Honour in the Annals 
of this Work, in the Time of James I. What Sir 
Thomas Widdrington has left concerning it, who has 
been very particular in drawing up the Claim, ſhall be 
given here in his own Words, © 1 

: 66 
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«The Lord C/iford hath alſo antiently claimed to carry 
# the Sword of the City before the King in this City, 
„n ſuch Time as the King came there, and I find 
ſome Memorials of this in the Books of the City;

Having gone through with our Deſcription of all the 
emarkables in alngate-M ard, we come next over 
o/5-Bridge again into Monk-Ward, only taking Notice 
y the Way of a ſmall Pariſh Church dedicated to St. 
lement, which flood ſomewhat backward, betwixt Fo- 
e and Hungate. This Church was but of a fimail 
aluation, being put down in the Time of fam V. 
t 11. per Aunum. It is miſſed by Mr. Torre, nor was 
ſubſiſting at the Union of Churches in this City; we 
ave therefore no more to ſay of it, but what is before 
ken Notice of in the Annals, that eighty Lincolnfoire 
len, ſlain in the Fray betwixt the Engl and Hai 
aulters, 1 Edvard III. were buried in one Hole in the

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St. Mary. The Religious Order of the Friars Carmi: 

was one of the four Orders of Mendicants, or Begging 
Friars, taking both its Name and Origin from Carne, 
a Mountain in Syria, formerly inhabited by the Pro- 
phets Elias and Eliſba, and by the Children of the Pre- 
phets, from whom this Order pretends to come in an 
Bninterrupted 'Succeſhan, n. 

The Site of their Monaſtery in Tork is particularly 
expreſſed in a Charter of Confirmation granted to them 
by King Edward I. in the 28th Year of his Reign, A. D. 
1300, dated at Tork. It appears here, by In/peximu, 

that William de Veſey gave them the firſt Piece of Ground 
to build on, and beſtowed upon them all his Land, 
Meſſuages, and Tenements that he had in a Street, or 
Lane, called Le Stainbogb, extending in Length and 
Breadth towards the Water of Fe/5 to the South; and 
from a Street, or Lane, called Le Mer, towards the 
King's Street called Feſigate, to the Weſt. In the 
Reign of Richard II. Henry de Percy, Lord of Sprfford, 
had Leave of the King to grant to theſe Friars a Piece of 
Ground to the Weſt, contiguous to their Houſe, fixty 
Feet long and ſixty broad, for the Enlargement of their 
- Monaſtery. A Piece of Ground, of ſomewhat larger 
Extent, viz. Ic Feet long and 100 broad, was granted 
to them afterwards by John Berden and John Braythwait, 
to the ſame Uſe as the former.

By theſe Teſtimonies, relating to the Site of this Mo- 
naſtery of the Friars Carmelites in Jord, it appears that 
it ſtood betwixt Feſgate and Hungate. The Extent of 
their Houſe, Courts Sc. muſt have ſtretched. from the 
Lane ſtill called S$:ainbow, down thro? all theſe Gardens, 
as the Records teſtify, to the River Fo/s, which argues: 
the Site of this Monaſtery to have been noble, large, 
and ſpacicus. | | 

There being no Notice taken of this Monaſtery, in 
Yerk, in the Mona/ticon, nor in Speed's Catalogue of 
Religious Houſes, we ſhall give what Mr. Forre has 
collected from the Church Records regarding it. 

April 1, 1304, a Commiſſion was iſſued out tor dedi- 
cate the Church-Yard of this Priary, in that Place 
where theſe Friars then inhabited, within the Limits of 
the Pariſh Church of St. Sawiour's: And May 24, 1340, 
a Decree was made betwixt the Rector of St. Crux on 
the one Part, and the Prior and Brethren: of the Car- 
melites on the other, about the Celebration of divine 
Service in a certain Oratcry in Foſgate, erected on the 
Gate of the ſaid Priory. That there be thenceforth no 
Service therein celebrated, no Bell toHed, Bread or 
Water hallowed, nor be adminiſtered by any Clerk or 
Lay Perſon; and that thoſe Religious recerre no more 
Oblations there, and that our Lady's Image, then in 
that Oratory ſet up, be abſolutely removed “.

Nou. 27, 1539, 30 Henry VII. this Houſe of th: 
Friars Carmelites in York was ſurrendered into the King's 
Hands by the Prior, Simon Clark/on, nine Brothers, and 
three Novices f; and 35 Henry VIII. the Site was 
granted to one Ambroſe Beckwith. 


Stainbow-Lane is a narrow Thorough-fare leading 
from Feſgate into Hungate; above this is a ſmall Street, 
which has the odd Name of Vbipma- Il hopmagate given 
it, for what Reaſon is not determined. In it is the Eaſt 
End of Crux Church, and an lan called the George; 
here alſo every Saturday a Market is kept for old Shoes 
and Boots by the Company of Tranflators.

Colliergate needs no Explanation ; at the lower End 
of it begins a Street called St. Saviourgate, from a 
Church of that Name ſtanding in it.

In 170; was finiſhed à beautifot and uſeful Structure 
for the Shelter of Market People in bad Weather, which 
now ſtands on the Weſt-Side of this Square, in the 
Place where the antient Toalboatbh of the City was erect- 
ed, to which did pertain the Toll of the Market, and 
it was the Guide to all other Markets in the City. The. 
Horn of Braſs was kept here, mentioned before. The 
old Croſs was of Stone, ſet upon an Aſcent of five Steps, 
round Which was a Pent-Hobſe ſupported by eight 
wooden Pillars, upon one of which was fixed an Iron 
Yard-Wand, the Standard of the Market. It flood in

This Square has four Lanes or Streets at its four 
Corners, which have antiently had Poſts and Chains 
acroſs them, to ſtop the Market People for gathering of 
Toll, Sc.

And the Jurors found this that the Anceſtors of David 
e Lardiner had uſed theſe Liberties following:

4. That they had daily out of the King's Purſe Fire- 
pence, and for theſe his Anceſtors had Charters, 

5. Sometimes they uſed this Liberty to take every

Bread was ſet to Sale, a Loaf, or a Halfpenny ; of every 
Brewer of Ale 4 Gallon of Ale, or a Halſpenny; of every 
Butcher's Window a Pennyworth of Fleſh, or a Penny; of 
every Cart- Load of Fiſh ſold at Fo/5- Bridge, four Penny.

The Anceſtors of David le Lardiner have uſed theſe 
Liberties in the Time of King Henry, Grandfather to 
the King which now is, and in the Tithe of King Rich- 
ard till they were hindered ; and they uſed all theſe Li- 
berties in the Name of the Serjcanty, which they held 
of the King. The Record was ſent to the King. 

Theſe Liberties and Frivileges,. great as they were, 
muſt have been very irkſome to the Ciry and Citizens, 
and to get them taken away was the Occaſion of the 
former Inquiſition ; but they were confirmed to the Fa- 
mily of the Lardiners till the 38th of Henry III. when a 
Fine was levied at Ve/minſter, before the King's Juftices, 
between David le Lardiner, Plaintiff, and John de Selby, 
Mayor, and the Citizens of Jorg, Deforciants; by which 
the ſaid David. did remit and releaſe to the Mayor and 
Citizens all his Right in the above Articles, except the

Sir T/ MWiddrington has taken great Pains to col- 
ect the Records relating to the Privileges of this Nawyhall, 
but they are too copious to inſert, and at preſent need- 
leſs, becauſe the Corporation have made a Purchaſe of 
this Place, with all its Liberties, c. and joined it to the 
reſt, It was for ſeveral Ages a great Incumbrance, ſtand- 
ing in the Heart of the City, yet neither the Mayor, &c.

Room . In this Room is placed the Muſquetry belong- 
ing the City, proper for equipping four Companies of 
Men, conſiſting of 70 in a Company.

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tems of Juſtice and Mercy in fine painted Glaſs, the 
Work of the late Mr. Eam. Gyles of this City. The City's 
Arms, &c. are alſo finely depicted on one of the Win- 
dows of the South Side of this Hall, and in the Inner 
Room is a very beautiful Painting on Glaſs, of Juſtice in 
ztriumphal Car, done and preſented to the Corporation 
by that very eminent Artiſt Mr. Vu. Peekitt, now of this 
City. At the Eaſt End is a wooden Table of the prin- 
cipal Benefactors to the Charity-Schools, and a Marble 
Tablet to the Memory of the late Alderman James Bar- 
nerd, who bequeathed a Sum of Money towards floor- 
jag the Hall. There is alſo another Mable Table on 
the North Side of the Hall in Memory of the late Sheriff 
Norfolk, who left many good Charities. 922 

The Chapel of the Gild of St. Chriftepher flood to 
the Street, almoſt facing Stoacgure. It was afterwards 
converted into a Dweiling-Houſe, and continued ſo till 
the Year 1726, when jt was pulled down, with another 
adjoining, in order to build the preſent Mauſion-EHlouſe 
for our Lord Mayors. This is a neat convenient Build- 
ing and grand enough, every Way furniſhed for Uſe 
and Entertainment.

From Coney-ftreet run three common narrow Lanes to 
the River. The Names of two of them are Commen-Hall 
Lane and St. Martin's Lane; the third divides Coney- 


ſtreet from Spurriergate. 


| Lendal-fireet, more antiently 0/4 Conyng-ſ/treet, lies 
arallel with the River. It is ſuppoſed to have taken its 
ame from a Staith, or Landing-Place there, as Land 
all; or rather from the adjoining Hoſpital of St. Leonard, 
as Leonard's Hill, corruptly Lendell or Lendall. Every 
Religious Houſe in the City, which ſtood near the River, 
had a Staith on it for their Convenience; and this was 
antiently called &. Leonardes Lendyngs, or Landings. 
From the Water-Side to the great Gate of the Hoſpital, 
ſtill viſible in the Wall, is a ſteep Aſcent which might 
be called Sz. Leonard's Hill. 
In Lendal, as it is now called, is nothing remarkable, 
ſave that the Street is broad, airy, and well built, On 
the Eaſt Side, near the Middle, and ſomewhat backward, 
in the old Church-Yard of St. Wilfred, ſtands a remark- 
ably good Houſe, built by Dr. MWintringbam, and lately in- 
habited by Dr. Dealtry, two eminent Phyſicians ; oppo- 
ſite to which are other two elegant Houſes belonging to 
Dr. Sxwain/ton, now inhabited by him and Mrs. Trafford, 
The great Water-Tower on this Side the River, from 
whence an Iron Chain weat over to the oppoſite Side, 
was, after the Fortifications were ſlighied, converted into 
a Warchouſe for Goods; after that, in 1682, it was 
made Uſe of for fixing an Engine in, to force Water 
through wooden Pipes into every Street of the City, to 
the great Convenience of the Inhabitants. Here is a 
Staith built of the Stone taken out of the Abbey, but 
being too high, it-is of no Service, except in a Flood. 
Sir Thomas Widdrington mentions a Poſtern to have been 
here, which he calls Lendal Poſtern, which was of late 
Years only a Foot-Way, on Sufferance, into the Abbey; 
but fince the Ere&ion of the Lock at Naburn it is now 
rendered impaſſable by the Height of the River. 
The Hoſpital of St. Leonard was one of the moſt antient 
and noble Foundations of the Kind in Britain. ey 36 
the 
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Arbelſtane, our famous Saxon Monarch, being on his 


Expedition to Scetland, in his Way thither viſited three 
Religious Places, Beverley, York, and Durham, where he 
requeſted the Benefit of their devout Prayers'on his Be- 
half; promiſing, that if he ſucceeded well therein, he 
would abundantly recompence them for the ſame. 

Returning with a happy Victory over Con/fantine the 
Scotch King, which was gained near Dunbar in Scotland, 
he came to Fort, and in the Cathedral Church there 
offered his hearty Thanks to God and St. Peter. Obſer- 
ving, in the fame Church, certain Men of a ſanctiſied 
Life and honeſt Converſation, called then Colcdei, who 
relieved many poor People out of the little they had to 
live upon ; therefore, that they might better be enabled 
to ſuſtain the ſaid Poor, keep Hoſpitality, and exerciſe 
other Works of Piety, in 936 he granted to God and 
St. Peter, and the ſaid Coledei, and to their Succeffors 
for ever, one Thrawve of Corn out of every Carucate of 
Land, or every Plowgoing, in the Biſhoprick of York, 
which to this Hay is called Peter Corn : For by Grant 
of the Inhabitants, within that Diſtrict, the King had 
to him and his Succeſſors the ſaid Thraves for deſtroying 
of Wolves, which in thoſe Days ſo exceedingly waſted 
the Country, that they almoſt devoured the tame Beaſts 
of the Villages thereabouts ; but by theſe Means thoſe 
ravenous Creatures were totally deſtroyed, 

Theſe Coledei being thus poſſeſſed of the ſaid Thraves, 
and a Piece of Waſte Ground which the King alſo gave 
them, began to found for themſelves a certain Hoſpital 
in the City of Nvrt; and they elected one of them to 
preſide over the reſt, for the better Government and 
Preſervation of their Rights and Poſſeſſions. 

They continued thus till the Conqueſt, when Villiam 
confirmed the ſaid Thraves to them; but his Succeſſor 
William Rufus was a much greater Benefactor, for he 
tranſlated the Site of the Hoſpital into the Royal Place 
where it now ſtands, as appears by many Houſes then 
being on it, which in Times paſt belonged to the King's 
Uſe; he likewiſe built a little Chorch therein, and 
cauſed it to be dedicated to St. Peter ; which Name this 
Hoſpital bore to the laſt, as their Common Seal teſtihes,

It would take up too much Time to enumerate all 
the Confirmations, Privileges, Charters, c. that be- 
longed to this once-famous Hoſpital, which had all the 
Sanction of am Act of Parliament, the ſecond of Hen- 
ry VI. to confirm them . Sir Thomas Widdrington- is 
very prolix upon this Head, being then in Poſſeion of 
the Coucher-Book belonging to the Hoſpital, which is 
fince repoſited in the Cotton Library. The Scope of this 
Deſign will only ſuſter us to add an Account of ſome Rules 
of the Houſe, with the particular Number af People 
that were maintained therein; as alſo to give ſome Ab- 
ſtracts of Donations to them, taken from the Originals, 
which are not printed in the Monafticon, nor elſewhere. 

In 1294, Waller Langton t, Maſter of St. Leonard's 
Hoſpital, made certain Orders for the Brothers and Siſtera 
of it to this Effect: That every learned Chaplain 1 
have a Seat and a Deſk in the Cloiſter, and all Be pre- 
ſent at Mattizs and other Hours: That at leaft four 
Brothers, beſides the Prieſt, ſhould aſſiſt at the Maſs of 
the Bleſſed Virgin, and after having ſaid all their Maſ- 
ſes, to be at their Chairs in the Cloiſter at Prayers: 
How they ſhould behave themſelves in the Choir : That 
one ſhould read at their Meals: That in Summer they 
ould ſleep a little after Dinner, and then read? That 
aſter Supper they ſhould go to the Church and pive 
Thanks, and fay Complin, &c. That Silence ſhould be 
obierved in the Cloifter, Refectory, and Dormitory : That 
if any one happened to be incontinent, ditobedient, or 
hold any Thing of his own, to be denied Chriſtian 
Burial; That the Lay Brothers ſhould not go beyond 
ths Door of the Nave of the Church, except in Proceſ- 
f52n9s. That the Sifters ſhould have a convenient Place 
for them in the Church: And that neither any of them 
ror the Lay Brothers go out of the Bounds of the Church 
withcat Leaveh. The Matter had nothing to brmielf 
but Reliefs, Perquiſites of — and Altarages, Which
